2. Support of the National De- 
fense Educational Act—providing 
fellowship grants and loans to im- 
prove instruction in foreign lan- 
guages, science and mathematics. 
Etc.—by appropriations to the full 
amount authorized by Congress. 
Also, the requirement of an anti- 
subversive oath in connection with 
student loans should be dropped 
as ineffective and undesirable. 


3. Annual grants to states on a 
per pupil basis, with states and 
local governments being free to 
use the funds to meet their highest 
priority needs for public elemen- 
tary and secondary education. 


This program would cover four 
periods or stages—duration not 
specified—with each state receiv- 
ing $25 a year in the first period 
for each resident child of school 
age; $50 a year in the second 


period, and $100 a year in the.

Protest to Bonn 


LONDON (AP) — Fifty thou- 
sand people marched in silence 
through London’s half - deserted 
streets Sunday protesting anti- 
Semitic outbursts in West Ger- 
many. ‘ 


The demonstration—a huge col- 
umn of marchers stretching one 
and one-half miles—was one of the 
biggest ever seen in this capital. 


Although organized by the asso- 
ciation of Jewish Ex-Servicemen 
and Women, the great crowd in- 
cluded thousands of non-Jews. 


CHILDREN PARTICIPATE 


Among the marchers were chil- 
dren, students, housewives, politi- 
cians, churchmen and trade un- 
ionists. They waved banners say- 
ing: “We protest against Nazi- 
ism” and “The blood of millions 
cries out.” 


The main body of the demon- 
Strators stopped a few hundred 
yards from the German Embassy. 
Five of the parade leaders went 
into the embassy and handed a 
letter to the German charge 
d'affaires, Dr. Joachim Ritter. 


The letter described the demon- 
stration as a reflection of British 
public opinion “‘which holds anti- 
Semitism in abhorrence.” 


ENVOY OFFERS ASSURANCE 


Ritter assured the delegation 
that anti-Semitism and Nazism 
are abhorred in West Germany. 


The parade* was by far the 
largest manifestation in Britain of 
concern over the anti-Semitic out- 
breaks in Germany. Britain, it- 
self, has had its share of anti- 
Semitic slogans and swastika- 
smearing. 


Meanwhile, the London Empire 
News said it had proof the anti- 
Semitic outbreaks in West Ger- 
many were engineered by Soviet 
agents to discredit Adenauer’s 
/government. It claimed to have 
texts of orders sent in code from 
Moscow to Communist party head- 
quarters in West Germany. Soviet 
propaganda has been depicting 
the incidents as proof of a re- 
surgence of Naziism in West Ger- 
many. 

While the incidents have been 
tapering off in West Germany the 
last few days, police reported a 
swastika flag shrouded with a 
black cloth was hoisted Saturday 
night at Allersberg in Bavaria.

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“Mr. Jim’ Peters Warns the Politicians 
Of Consequences of Closing Schools 


All politicians as well as every other 
citizen of Georgia should be deeply grate- 
ful to State Board ‘of Education Chair- 
man James S. Peters, of Manchester, for 
his courage in accurately pointing out the 
political consequences of closing Geor- 
gia’s public schools. 

His prediction that the present course 
will result in a political revolution is no 
understatement of the case. But in saying 
it, Mr. Peters has suggested the way of 
reasonable action if politicians will listen 
to his advice. If they do not, then closing 
the schools is inevitable and this will be 
followed by an upheaval such as Georgia 
seldom has seen. 

In his forthright letter to Roy Har- 
ris, published yesterday in The Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution, Mr. Peters faced 
facts. He told the Augusta leader of the 
Georgia States Rights Council, who is per- 
haps the most die-hard segregationist in 
the state, that public sentiment is chang- 
ing and “will change much faster be- 
tween now and Septemper, 1962, unless 
Herman Talmadge and his friends find a 
better answer to this problem than the 
closing down of the public school sys- 
ad 

Mr. Peters is no integrationist. He 
is a long-time friend of the Talmadges 
and of Mr. Harris. His voice in Georgia 
politics has been formidable for many 
years. He is highly respected and his lead- 
ership has had a major impact on the 
state and its political direction. He has 
been a strong legislative supporter of seg- 
regation moves. But foremost in his mind 
has been the best interest of his state 
and he sees no political profit in closing 
the schools. 

Discussing recent speeches by Rep. 
James C. Davis and Atty. Charles Bloch 
of Macon, Mr. Peters finds himself in 
agreement with their views but “I do not 
propose to butt my brains out against 
a stone wall and this is just exactly what 
we are doing if we maintain the adamant 
position we now occupy.” 

If the present course is followed, Mr. 
Peters declared, it will be the main issue 
in the governor’s race of 1962 “and it 
will not be the question as to whether 
the people favor or oppose integration but 
the question will be more direct—are you 
in favor of reopening the schools with 
Ellis (Arnall) supporting a program to 
reopen the closed schools.”

Kentucky's Experience 
Backs Withholding Tax 


The General Assembly returns to its 
duties today and during the week will be- 
gin to take up important phases of Gov. 
Vandiver’s legislative recommendations. 
Major hurdle to overcome—upon which 

_the entire constructive program largely 
depends—is passage of the withholding 
tax amendment. 


As a rule, change always brings op- 
position. But it is difficult to understand 
why there should be opposition to a 
measure which is not a new tax but which 
is designed to prevent wholesale tax 
cheating. Perhaps some of the resistance 
comes from lack of understanding, in 
which case a recent statement by J. E. 
Luckett, commissioner of revenue of the 
State of Kentucky, might prove helpful. 

Pointing out that Kentucky adopted 
withholding on a state-wide basis in 
1954, Commissioner Luckett said: 


“Perhaps the main reason why pay-as-you- 
go was received so well was due to the in- 
herent soundness of the purpose. It got more 
money. It minimized delinquency. It helped 
smooth the flow of funds into the Treasury. 
It was convenient for wage earners. It was 
simple and made easy for employers to com- 
ply. It produced greater equity. In summary, 
the withholding program has been very suc- 
cessful. 

“As a result of withholding, the number 
of persons filing Kentucky income tax re- 
turns increased by almost 30 per cent, rising 
from 472,189 in the fiscal year 1953-54 to 608,- 
693 during the fiscal year 1954-55. 

“The first year of the withholding and dec- 
laration operation produced approximately 3 
million dollars in additional revenue due to 
improved compliance." 


That in a nutshell sums up the case 
for tax withholding. It increases revenue 
and minimizes delinquency. It is a con- 
venient way to pay and is fair to all tax- 
payers. And because it is fair it will be 
politically popular.

If such a situation develops, Mr. Pe- 
ters said, the state’s present political lead- 
ership might very well be swept aside for 
decades to come.

Georgians 
may be overwhelmingly opposed to any 
form of integration. But they want public 
schools and will turn in great wrath 
against those who have misled them. 


The Manchester school leader pointed 
to the fact that 75,000 teachers and other 
employes will be out of jobs and that al- 
most a million children would be turned 
into the streets as a result of closed 
schools. This represents a voting element 
strong enough to control Georgia politics 
and control it they will. The extremists 
who have vilified every voice of reason 
will go the way of those who have lis- 
tened to them and who have refused to 
permit consideration even of compromise 
in the conflict between federal and state 
authority. 


Mr. Peters has brought into the open 
what most politicians privately admit— 
in this contest between federal and state 
authority closing of Georgia schools un- 
der present state laws is inevitable. Many 
others have pointed out fully the economic 
and social consequences of no schools. He 
has brought forward the probable and al- 
most certain political consequences. 


People directly concerned with the 


schools — teachers, administrators, bus 
drivers, other employes and almost a 
million children — make up almost a 


third of the state’s population. Their 
parents and relatives account for most of 
the rest. In his position as chairman of 
the State Board of Education, Mr. Peters 
is aware of their force. 


It is not too late for Georgia’s other 
political leaders to save the state’s pub- 
lic schools and themselves. Mr. Peters 
has done them a favor in pointing out 
that fact.

Agreement on Viaduct 


Opens Way to Progress 


Fulton County is ready to begin im- 
mediate work on three major bond proj- 
ects as a result of agreement between 
the county and Central of Georgia Rail- 
way Officials. The biggest and most im- 
portant item, of course, will be the $2,- 
500,000 Hunter street viaduct, which is a 
key project in downtown traffic plans. 


While the settlement calls for payment 
of $500,000, only $25,000 of this is for 
rights-of-way. The other will reimburse 
the railroad for expenses in rerouting 
trains while the projects are under con- 
struction. 


This pleasing development ends delays 
of several months in getting these proj- 
ects off the ground. Negotiations have 
been going on during this period but at 
times it appeared no progress could be 
made. The settlement finally reached ap- 
pears to be satisfactory to all concerned. 

The other vital project in this. viaduct 
program, Techwood, still is being held 
up and is in court litigation. The dispute 
here involves the City of Atlanta and 
Southern Railway and includes demands 
for rerouting the viaduct itself. We hope 
that here, too, negotiations are still going 
on and that a satisfactory settlement can 
be reached. 

Meanwhile, full speed ahead for the 
Hunter street project and the two vital 
underpasses in the county’s bond pro- 
gram.

WASHINGTON — A major ad- 
vance in radar technology has 
been made at the Naval Research 
Laboratory with development of a 
radar that can see over the hori- 
zon and detect missiles as they 
are launched from submarines. 


Within the Navy, the develop- 
ment is being viewed as one of the 
most significant breakthroughs in 
radar technology since radar was 
first developed at the Naval la- 
boratory in the 1930s. 


For the first time a radar has 
been built which is not limited in 
its detection vision to the line 
of sight from the transmitting an- 
tenna. The new radar, which has 
been given the code name of proj- 
ect Madre, can bend its beam 
over the horizon to pick up mov- 
ing targets as far away as 2,600 
miles. 


From a technical standpoint, 
Project Madre is expected to open 
a whole new approach in radar. 
Instead of the present ‘brute 
force” technique of building ever 
bigger antennas and ever more 
powerful transmitters to extend 
range, a method has now been 
found for getting extremely long 


low power. 


From a military standpoint, 
Project Madre is expected to help 
fill in many of the gaps, particu- 
larly on the sea frontiers, which 


detection network surrounding the 
continental United States. 


A few Madre stations located 
along the eastern seaboard of the 
U.S. and Canada could provide 
a radar detention fence bisecting 
the North Atlantic from the equa- 
tor to the artic. 

The Madre system is being 
viewed within the Navy as one 
answer to the increasing threat 
of missiles launched from a Soviet 
submarine fleet which is being 
equipped to fire air-breathing and 
ballistic missiles. The Madre sys- 
tem, it is believed, could provide 
early warning of the launching 
of such submarine-based missiles. 

The Madre system also offers 
possiiblities of detecting low-flying 
bombers, a troublesome detection 
problem for present radar. 


The promise of Madre for early 
detection is indicated by the fact 
that the Navy project has re- 
ceived financial support from the 
Air Force. 


Project Madre is the brainchild 
of Dr. Robert M. Page, director 
of research at the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory and one of the 
key figures in the discovery and 
development of radar _ before 
World War Il. Secret work on 
project Madre started nearly a 
decade ago as a result of a theo- 
retical idea suggested by Dr. 
Page. 

In recent years an experimental 
Madre radar has been operated 
from the grounds of the laboratory 
in southeast Washington. The ex-

Now the husband might not be 
stepping out on his wife but he’s 
only human when an attractive 
woman makes up to him, so he 
goes off with her. It might be to 
a motel where a recorder already 
has been installed. But in any 
event, the couple is followed and 
the evidence obtained. . .” 


This probably would be consid- 
ered “‘entrapment” if the full de- 
tails were brought out in court, 
he said, but after the irate wife 
comes storming in, the ‘“‘other 
woman” flees, never to be heard 
of again by either party. 


Most private detectives, es- 
pecially the licensed ones, frown 
upon such tactics and limit their 
activities following the “subject” 
and reporting on who he meets 
and where he goes. Such informa- 
tion can also be used in divorce 
cases. 


But shadowing is a hard job, 
especially in Atlanta’s 5 p.m. 
traffic. And women are harder to 
trail than men, one private de- 
tective said. ““They’re a lot more 
suspicious and nervous—they’re 
all the time looking behind them- 
selves.” 


There’s some element of per- 
sonal danger to the private de- 
tectives in divorce work, usually 
when the subject is confronted by 
the irate spouse and a couple of 
strangers, but sometimes it comes 
from an unexpected source. 


As in the case of the disputed 
foxhole as related by the head 
of a local detective agency. 


He said the private detective in- 
volved was seeking evidence on a 
man in a divorce case. The sub- 
ject would meet a woman and they 
would drive out to a lonely coun- 
try road and park. 


‘‘There was no cover anywhere 
around, no trees or bushes for 
the agent to hide behind,”’ he 
said. 

So the detective went to the 
scene in the daytime, dug a fox- 
hole near the road and waited for 
the subject to appear. 


“But while he was hiding in 
that foxhole he was attacked by 
a fox,” the detective laughed. 
“He finally drove it off and was 
able to hear what was going on 
in the car.”

A budget surplus is a restraint 
because it means the government 
is spending less money for goods 
and services than it is taking out 
of the economy. But the $4.2 
billion figure is not the true 
measure of the restraining effect 
of this budget, because some gov- 
ernment programs are not 
counted as part of the budget. 
They have their own funds. So- 
cial security and the highway 
program are examples. 

The Budget Bureau prepares a 
separate analysis that covers all 
spending and all income. This 
analysis is called the “cash” 
budget, and the surplus it shows— 
usually larger than the surplus 
in the regular budget—is the 
measure of economic impact.

SPENDING AUTHORITY 


The spending authority that 
Congress votes during the cur- 
rent session will have less effect 
on the year’s spending than the 
rainfall will. Congress can change 
the budget picture substantially 
by its action on postal rates or 
taxes because such actions have 
immediate full effect. But if Con- 
gress votes a new program into 
being, such as schools, it would 
be two years or more before it 
had significant impact. 


The spending in the coming 
year largely has been determined 
by the voting Congress did last 
year and in years before, or by 
unavoidable bills such as interest 
payments on the national debt.

NEW YORK—If Pete Dawkins had not recently 
bounced back onto the sports pages, the discussion 
never would have arisen. But the rugby exploits of 
the all-America halfback from Army while a Rhodes 
scholar at Oxford channeled the talk in the direction 
of Yanks at Oxford. 


“Who was the last genuine all-America to play rugby while a 
Rhodes scholar?”’ someone asked. 


Ribs sot my old friend, Whizzer White,’ was the answer. 
wee But I seriously doubt that he played 
“ .Y rugby. *? 


: “Why don’t you find out?”’ was the 
™, challenge. 


So a call was put through to Byron 
(Whizzer) White in Denver and memory 
spun giddily before the connection was 
completed. Back in 1937 the sports 
world was jarred when Grantland Rice, 
high priest of the cult, selected for his 
all-America football team an unknown 
halfback from Colorado, Whizzer White. 


Not only was White an unknown 
but there was an extra rap against 
him, one that made pro football 
owners look askance. He was a 
Phi Beta Kappa student who had 
won a Rhodes scholarship. How- 
ever, Art Rooney of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers was just as desperate for 
talent then as he is now. He of- 
fered the Whizzer and unheard-of salary of $15,000 for the season, 
two or three times as much as the going price of that era. 


So the Whizzer delayed his educational jaunt to Oxford for an 
educational excursion into pro football. And the play-for-pay set 
learned how eminently correct Granny Rice had been in his estimate 
of the Whizzer from Colorado. The Whizzer won the ground-gaining 
championship of the National Football League and was named to 
that super-all-America, the all-league team. And then he went to 
Oxford and.... 


—No Rugby, But Plenty of Squash 


“Hello,” said a cheerful voice at the other end of the wire. 
“You're a ghost from my past. What’s that? No. I never did get a 
chance to play rugby at Oxford. By the time I got there I was a 
professional and so I learned to play squash, which still comes in 
handy in keeping me in condition. My weight hasn’t changed much 
from my football days, still between 185 and 190. 


“I really didn’t stay long at Oxford. I played for the Steelers— 
we then were called the Pirates—in 1938 and it was a glorious 
experience and an awful lot of fun. As soon as the season ended I 
went to Oxford but wound up with little to show for it besides the 
bills. When war broke out I was forced to come home and had to 
start law school all over again at Yale. 


“T played no football in 1939 but a year later Freddie Mandel 
of the Detroit Lions made me an offer te return. I presume he 
bought me from Rooney. So I resumed my career with the Lions 
in 1940 (Editor’s note—He again won the ground-gaining cham- 
pionship and a place on the all-league team) and in 1941, re- 
turning to New Haven in between. Along came the Navy when 
we got in the war and I didn’t get back to Yale until January of 
1946. I finished that summer, spent a year or so in Washington 
and have been practicing law in Denver ever since.” 


The Whizzer’s recital was much too telescopic. A faulty mem- 
ory at this end of the wire kept up a nagging reminder that his 
work with PT boats and destroyers had brought him decorations. 
What were they? 


*‘A couple of bronze stars and presidential citations,” he said 
hurriedly. “I didn’t do much. I was with naval intelligence and just 
happened to be there when they were giving them out.”

It was obvious that the Whizzer hasn’t changed much in 20 years. 
His modesty is as appalling as it always was. He had brushed off his 
stay in Washington. What had he done there? 


“I was clerk for Chief Justice Vinson,” he said uncomfort- 
ably, as if dreading the next question. It was an obvious one 
because chief justices only have the top ranking young lawers in 
the country as their clerks. Where did he rank in his graduation 
class at Yale? 


‘That isn’t a true indication,” he said, fencing as if he’d been 
the class dunce. Could he be more explicit. 


“My schooling was so busted up,” he said, “what with football 
and war, that I couldn't get on the law journal. Because I didn’t 
have that to distract me or take up my time, it was easy to get 
good grades.”

Court Disposes 
Of 1,309 Cases 


By JACK STRONG 
Clayton Superior Court disposed 
of 1309 cases in 1959—as many 
cases as were disposed of in a 97- 


A report by Clayton Col. Gen. 
Harold Banke says the 1959 cases 
are up 44 per cent over 1958 fig- 
ures and attributes the increase, 
not to a higher crime rate, but 
to the population growth of the 
county and of metropolitan At- 
lanta. 


The increase in cases made 
(there were 1,305 and 428 of these 
invelved public drunkenness) is 
attributed to more efficient law en- 
forcement in Banke’s report. 


CASE BACKLOG RISES 


Banke reported that despite an 
increase from a schedule of four 
weeks of jury trials in 1958 to 
nine weeks in 1959, there was an 
increase in the backlog of cases 
at the end of the year. To reduce 
the 529 case backlog carried over 
in 1960 and keep up with current 
cases, Banke advocated jury trials 
for 24 weeks of the year. 


“By 1963, Clayton Circuit will 
need two Superior Court judges 
to handle all criminal and civil 
matters,”’ the report said. 


The young offender presented 
many problems during the year, 
according to Banke’s report. Mrs. 
Trudy Boswick, chief probation 
officer for Clayton County, said 
that the number of cases in ju- 
venile offenses were doubled. 


BLAMES POPULATION 


Like Banke, Mrs. Boswick laid 
the crime rise to population 
growth. 


“Sixty per cent of my cases in- 
volve people new to Clayton Coun- 
ty,” Mrs. Boswick said. “Many 
of these families are overlow 
growth from Fulton into Clayton 
County. A lot of them come from 
other counties.”
